Bracken 911 
Board receives 
$70,000 for new 
equipment 

Magistrates and attendees 
of the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court meeting on 
Wednesday, September 10th, 
were informed the Bracken 
County 911 Board had 
received a $70,000 grant from 
the Kentucky Commercial 
Mobile Radio Service Board 
for the purchase of 911 
Controller Equipment. Chief 
Dispatcher, Tony Mains, 
received the news of the grant 
on Thursday, September 4th, 
during the Kentucky EMS 
Conference in Louisville. 
Bracken’s $70,000 was only 
a small portion of the $3.6 
million in grants given away 
by the Commercial Mobile 
Radio Service. 

In looking to replace 
the current 911 Controller 
Equipment, that has been in 
use since November of 1999, 
Mains was originally quoted 
the cost of $208,000. With 
determination and research. 
Mains found and applied for 
the $70,000 grant at the end 
of June. Through the Central 
Kentucky 911 Net program. 
Bracken County’s 911 will 
become a remote handled 
by the IP based system of 
the host, Lexington Fayette 
Urban County Government. 

The grant will cover the 
purchase, installation and 
staff training needed for the 
new equipment. Installation 
is expected to begin in 
February or March of 2015.

With fall just around the 
corner, the Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry is encourag¬ 
ing Kentuckians to plan their 
tree-planting activities now 
by ordering tree seedlings 
through the Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry (KDF). 

By placing your order 
now, you can select from 
more than 50 species of 
trees including white pine, 
bald cypress, black walnut, 
white oak, yellow-poplar, 
dogwood, redbud, pawpaw, 
hazelnut, pecan and many 
more. These bare-root seed¬ 
lings can be used by private 
landowners, as well as the 
public sector for reforesta¬ 
tion, wildlife habitat devel¬ 
opment, erosion control, 
windbreaks and numerous 
other conservation projects. 

Businesses are encour¬ 
aged to purchase seedlings 
and give them to customers 
for promotional purposes or 
give seedlings to their em¬ 
ployees as a reward or perk.

HMH Laboratory Department 
begins new era in testing 


The Harrison Memorial 
Hospital (HMH) Laboratory 
Department is pleased to an¬ 
nounce new microbiology 
testing called Polymeriza¬ 
tion Chain Reaction (PCR). 
PCR is the most recent state- 
of-the-art process whereby a 
small, single strand of DNA 
is isolated and then duplicat¬ 
ed repeatedly until it can be 
detected. 

Since PCR is the most 
accurate and sensitive pro¬ 
cedure available and be¬ 
cause DNA is present in all 
living beings, PCR is used 
for a wide variety of test¬ 
ing including genetics, gene 
therapy, forensics investi¬ 
gations and as it pertains to 
HMH, infectious diseases. 
The lab instrument is called 
FilmArray, which is early 
in development for smaller 
healthcare facilities. Physi¬ 
cians now can order all tests 
to cover a specific disease. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has 
approved the three panels 
available. The gastrointesti¬ 
nal panel detects 14 species 
of bacteria, four parasite spe¬ 
cies, and five virus species, 
all known to cause gastroin¬ 
testinal issues. The upper re¬ 
spiratory panel tests for 17 vi¬ 
rus species and three species 
of bacteria. The third panel 
available is the blood culture 
identification, which tests for 
bacteria and three main types 
of bacterial resistance. Each 
panel takes approximately 
one hour to perform, as op¬ 
posed to the routine bacterial 
culture which takes 48-72 
hours. 

“We all commonly suffer 
from these types of diseases, 
but this new testing allows us 
to perform the one test and 
get multiple results, there¬ 
fore, zeroing in on exactly 
the cause of that infection,” 
says Sheila Currans, HMH 
Chief Executive Officer. 

More panels are in the re¬ 
search phase and are planned 
to be released in 2015, fol¬ 
lowing FDA clearance. In 
the future, tests, which were 
not available for two to three 
days will be available the 


same day. The testing will 
enable patients to receive 
timely, accurate diagnosis 
and treatment. 

The HMH Laboratory 
is accredited by the College 
of American Pathologists 
(CAP). The CAP Labora¬ 
tory Accreditation Program, 
begun in the early 1960s, is 
recognized by the federal 
government as being equal 
or more stringent than the 
government’s own inspec¬ 
tion program. 

The HMH Laboratory 
Department is a full-service 
lab providing quick, conve¬ 
nient service for lab screen¬ 
ings/testing. The lab is 
staffed 24 hours, seven days 
a week and makes every ef¬ 
fort to accommodate patients. 
Special arrangements can be 
made with advance notice. 
The lab staff is made up of 
phlebotomists, medical labo¬ 
ratory technicians (MLT) and 
medical technologists (MT). 

The outpatient laborato¬ 
ry is located on the first floor 
on your left after exiting the 
hospital’s main lobby. Pri¬ 
vate areas are provided for 
patients to have blood drawn 
by our qualified phleboto¬ 
mists. Operating hours are: 
Monday - Friday from 7:00 
a.m. - 6:30 p.m. and Saturday 
from 7:00 a.m. - 1:00 p.m. 

Additional tests and 
screenings available are: 
CBC, or comprehensive 
blood count; CMP, or com¬ 
prehensive metabolic panel; 
BMP, or basic metabolic 
panel; PT, or prothrombin 
time; this is commonly used 
for patients using blood thin- 
ners to ensure blood is thin 
enough; Extensive thyroid 
testing; Cancer markers, or 
indicators of progression 
or remission of disease like 
prostate and colon cancers; 
Lipid panel, cholesterol test¬ 
ing for HDL and LDL levels; 
Urinalysis; DNA collection 
and paternity testing collec¬ 
tions.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Clerk on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Clerk, as of 
December 31, 2013, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Clerk for the year ended December 31, 2013, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated May 29, 2014 on our consideration of the 
Bracken County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Bracken County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part 
of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.

Legendary Buffalo 
Soldier Colonel 
Charles Young 

Returning Home 

On September 28, 2014, 
Maysville Community and 
Technical College, the Na¬ 
tional Coalition of Black 
Veteran Organizations and 
Mason County Government 
are hosting an event in May’s 
Lick, Kentucky honoring the 
legacy of Colonel Charles 
Young. The event is to mark 
the restoration of the birth 
cabin of Colonel Charles 
Young and premier a com¬ 
missioned bronze maquette 
of his likeness and an exhi¬ 
bition entitled The Man, The 
Mission, The Facts. 

“The National Coalition 
of Black Veterans has worked 
diligently to honor the Colo¬ 
nel and advocate for his hon¬ 
orary elevation to Brigadier 
General,” said Millicent 
Harding, Director of Cul¬ 
tural Diversity at Maysville 
Community and Technical 
College. “The restoration of 
his birth home and its desig¬ 
nation as a valuable histori¬ 
cal monument is another step 
in the Coalition’s fight to not 
only honor Col. Young, but 
all black soldiers throughout 
American history.” 

Young was born into 
slavery in May’s Lick on 
March 12, 1864. His parents, 
Gabriel and Arminta Young, 
moved the family to Ripley, 
Ohio, in 1866. Young thrived 
there and, in 1881 at age 17, 
he graduated with academic 
honors as a member of his 
integrated high school class. 
His mother encouraged his 
life-long intellectual and mu¬ 
sical pursuits. Young grew up 
proud of his father’s military 
service as a Union soldier 
during the Civil War, and he 
heeded his father’s advice by 
entering the United States 
Military Academy at West 
Point. In 1889, Young was 


the third African American 
to graduate from West Point 
and the last African Ameri¬ 
can to complete West Point 
until 1936. 

Young was the highest 
ranking African-American 
commanding officer in the 
United States Army from 
1894 until his death in 1922. 
He also served as the first Af¬ 
rican-American superinten¬ 
dent of a national park, over¬ 
seeing Sequoia and General 
Grant (now Kings Canyon) 
National Parks while com¬ 
manding a troop of Buffalo 
Soldiers in the years before 
the creation of the National 
Park Service. 

The Sunday program 
will begin with a commemo¬ 
rative church service held at 
the Second Baptist Church in 
May’s Lick at 11:00 a.m. Es¬ 
tablished in 1859, the church 
is where the Young Family 
worshipped when they re¬ 
sided in the community. The 
service will be officiated by 
Pastor Rodney Bennett. Fol¬ 
lowing the church service, 
the maquette and photo ex¬ 
hibit will be unveiled at 
the birth cabin of Colonel 
Charles Young in Mayslick 
at 1:15 p.m. A reception will 
follow sponsored by the Led¬ 
ger Independent Newspaper. 

Following the May’s 
Lick presentation, the ma¬ 
quette and picture exhibition 
will travel to Louisville. The 
presentation will open in the 
Kentucky Center for African 
American Heritage on Oc¬ 
tober 12 and will remain on 
display through the end of the 
month. The Louisville event 
is being co-sponsored by the 
Omega Psi Phi Fraternity, 
Inc. of which Colonel Young 
is an honorary member.

Clean It Up

Many gardeners give up 
on their garden when produc¬ 
tion declines, but to many an- 
thropod pests that you have 
been battling, your garden can 
still be a paradise. Although 
we have taken most edible 
portions of these plants, pests 
still find food and shelter 
among the aging plants and 
weeds. Many insect pests 
are able to complete develop¬ 
ment in a crop residues long 
after the last fruits are picked. 
Some acquire disease-caus¬ 
ing organisms that are used to 
infest young plants next year. 
Rank weed growth after har¬ 
vest can also attract certain 
pests which may create prob¬ 
lems for next season. 

Several of the more seri¬ 
ous insect pests such as Euro¬ 
pean com borer, squash vine 
borer, Mexican bean beetle, 
squash bug, diamondback 
moth, tomato hornworm, 
and cabbage worm are able 
to continue development 
on crop residues in the gar¬ 
den. Other pests such as flea 
beetles find food and shelter 
amongst the weeds through¬ 
out the winter. The two-spot- 
ted spider mites continue to 
feed on weeds after the crops 
have withered. 

Destroy crop residues 
shortly after harvest to dis-

courage pests from complet¬ 
ing the fall development. 
Many insects need to attain a 
certain size or stage in order 
to survive winter. Removing 
crop residues may also re¬ 
duce pests survival by expos¬ 
ing them to winter elements. 
Weeds and crop residues can 
serve as insulation from frost 
and freezing. 

Destroying cucumber 
and melon residues not only 
reduces food and shelter for 
cucumber beetles, but also 
reduces the acquisition of 
bacterial wilt which cucum¬ 
ber beetles store in their gut 
during winter to start the dis¬ 
ease cycle next year. 

Home gardeners can 
compost or till residues into 
the soil. It is important to 
keep in mind that this is not 
only a fall practice. As soon 
as a crop has been harvested 
for the last time, clean up 
should begin, even if it is ear¬ 
ly summer for spring crops. 

While many of these 
practices may not prevent 
pest problems from occur¬ 
ring, they will help delay or 
reduce the extent of insect in 
the garden.

According to KRS 
149.400, Kentucky Forest 
Fire Hazard Season is October 
1 through December 15 and 
February 15 through April 
30. 

During the forest fire 
hazard seasons, even though 
the precautions required by 
KRS 149.375 have been taken, 
it is unlawful for any person 
to: set fire to, or to procure 
another to set fire to, any 
flammable material capable 
of spreading fire, located in 
or within one hundred fifty 
feet (150’) of any woodland 
or brushland, except between 
the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m., 
prevailing local time, or when 
the ground is covered with 
snow. 

Remember, all fires 
should be attended until 
extinguished.

SECOND READING OF ORDINANCE 
NUMBER 14-002 

An Ordinance relating to the establishment of the 
Augusta Regional Sewer Authority, Inc. and charging same 
with ownership, operation and management of designated 
wastewater facilities and the determination of cost based 
rates for wastewater services. The County of Bracken 
has determined that the best interest of its constituents 
are best served by joint and cooperative action with the 
City of Augusta and City of Brookville to provide cost 
effective, high quality wastewater collections, protect the 
environment and enhance the economic competitiveness 
of the region. 

Consequently, in accord with statutory authorities 
and upon passage of this Ordinance, each Party hereby 
authorizes the creation of a non-profit corporation which 
shall be an agent and instrumentality of the Parties to be 
known as “Augusta Regional Sewer Authority, Inc.” 
(“Authority”). The Authority shall have legal authority 
and attendant responsibility to own, operate and maintain 
wastewater treatment facilities to include, but not be 
limited to: wastewater treatment plant(s), pumping 
facilities, gravity and force mains, lateral collection lines 
and related appurtenances, and to manage these facilities 
as a public service enterprise capable of accommodating 
the current and future wastewater needs of Augusta, 
Brooksville and adjacent, unsewered portions of Bracken 
County. 

In approving this Ordinance, the three entities will 
authorize the creation of the Authority, as herein set out, 
and agrees to assist and support the Authority as it develops 
a funding package and procures engineering services for 
the construction of a region-serving wastewater treatment 
plant and necessary collection mains to transport the waste 
stream to this treatment facility.

The John P. Parker Muse¬ 
um, Ripley Heritage, and the 
Ohio River National Freedom 
Corridor will be hosting an 
Underground Railroad re-en¬ 
actment at the park adjacent 
to the Parker Museum at 300 
Front Street in Ripley, Ohio, 
at 2:00 p.m., on Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 12, 2014. 

The dialogue for the re¬ 
enactment was written by 
Catherine Bache of Louis¬ 
ville, Kentucky. Bache is a 
high school student who is 
completing a project to attain 
a Girl Scout Gold Award. The 
Gold Award is on the same 
level of accomplishment as 
the Eagle Scout designation 
given by the Boy Scouts. 

Bache is the second fam¬ 
ily member to obtain the 
Gold Award, as her older sis¬ 
ter previously completed her 
work for this prestigious rank. 
Catherine and her mother re¬ 
cently attended the national 
convention of Underground 
Railroad research in Detroit, 
which was sponsored by the 
National Park Service - Net¬ 
work to Freedom. Professors 
from major universities in 
the United States and Canada 
presented their most recent 
research on female conduc¬ 
tors of the Underground Rail¬ 
road - the focus of the con¬ 


vention. 

Locally, Rita Thomas- 
Edie, (Maysville Community 
and Technical College) deliv¬ 
ered a paper about Rev. John 
G. Fee’s former emancipated 
bondswoman, Juliet Miles, 
and her unsuccessful attempt 
to free ten of her family 
members from both Mason 
and Bracken counties. Three 
of the presentations centered 
on this area: Juliet’s story, the 
well-known “Eliza” escape to 
Rev. John Rankin, and the kid¬ 
napping of Eliza Jane Johnson 
by Arthur Fox, Jr. of Dover. 

During Bache’s re-en¬ 
actment, guests can become 
program participants - jour¬ 
neying through events as 
freed slaves traveling on the 
Underground Railroad with 
a conductor who will arrive 
just in time to lead you to 
freedom. On the journey, you 
might have brief meetings 
with groups along the way: 
Quakers, bounty hunters, and 
freed African Americans who 
will attempt to hide you on 
your hour-long journey north 
to freedom across the Ohio 
River in John Parker’s bor¬ 
derland of Ripley, Ohio. 

The re-enactment had 
its premiere in Louisville re¬ 
cently at the famous Locust 
Grove historical site. Nearly 


twenty re-enactors, dressed in 
full costume of the era, spoke 
the words of both freedom 
seekers and slave catchers. 
Representatives of the Parker 
Museum in attendance came 
away overcome with emotion 
and respect with Bache’s out¬ 
standing research and origi¬ 
nal costuming. The guests 
quickly acquired a personal 
connection with the freedom 
seeker they represented on 
their travel through the “bor¬ 
derland” and escape from 
slavery. 

The park and museum 
facilities can handle a great 
number of guests, but partici¬ 
pants in the hour-long re-en¬ 
actment will be limited to 20 
-25. Older Girl Scout troop 
members are encouraged to 
participate in this rare event! 

There will be a charge 
of $10.00 for those who take 
part in the drama - spectators 
are free of charge. Partici¬ 
pants should be over 12 years 
of age. Please, call 937-392-

that you want to be a partici¬ 
pant; someone will get back 
with you to confirm your 
reservation.
